Tho rumblings, how- 
over, followed oach other in rapid succession, 
and so alarmed the inhabitants that tlioy 
woro afraid to go to bod, but stood in their 
doorways and in tho streets, anxiously dis- 
cussing tho phenomena. About 10 o'clock an 
explosion washeard in thodirecLion of Stinp- 
ern blull', tivo miles from New Concord. A 
column of firo was seon to shoot toward 
tho lioavons a; loast 1M foot 


It is said that a perfect pandemonium fol- 


lowed. Men, women, "and childrou, think- 
ing tho day of judgment had como, fell upon 
their knees and began praying and begging 
for niorcy. 
Horses and cattle wont wild 


with fright, plunging and kicking in tho 
most frantic manner, fowls flow from thoir 
roosts, and thoro was u tremendous uprour 
generally.

TV111 Go Homo to Vote. 


SPHIXGFIELD, lib., April 1.—Tho house 


Thursday non-concurred in tho senate amend- 
ment to tho adjournment resolution and in- 
sisted on Wednesday instead of Thursday. A 
bill was passed prohibiting tho killing of 
quail, prairio chickens, or phoasnnts for five 
years, nnd also several legal bills. Tho bill 
to establish a homo for tho blind at Chicago 
was passed by a vote of S4 yeas to .'!0 nays. 
Tho appropriation u f 100,000. Tho bill ex- 
cluding "fommes covert" from tho statute of 
limitations was passed, as was tno age of con- 
sent bill, fixing H years for females and 18 
for males. A bill was introduced requiring 
railwa3'S to give passes to member? of tho 
legislature and other state ofllcials, and the 
adjournment resolution as amended by the 
conference committee was concurred in. 
Bailoy introduced a resolution pledging the 
houso to adopt legislation to carry tho con- 
vict labor amendment into effect, and also 
an arbitration bill. A crayon portrait of 
Representative Merritt was presented to that 
gentleman by the members, for which ho re- 
turned his thanks, and a similar presentation 
was made to Speaker Calhoun, who also ex- 
pressed his appreciation. 


The sonato and house conforrees agreed on 


an amendment to tho adjourned resolution 
making tho time of reassembling 5 p. m. 
Wednesday next, and tho sonato adopted tho 
resolution as amended. Tho bill for tho in- 
demnity of property owners for losses by 
riob was passed.

At a recent mcotingof tho French academy 


of medicine, M. IJrouardel made known 
somo curious and interesting facts concerning 
the dead body of a girl 22 years old, whicl 
was discovered in a cellar under a heap of 
straw. Tho body had lain there about a 
year, nnd was in a perfect state of mumiui- 
faction. Putrefaction had never set in. One 
of tbe limbs were shown at tho meeting; 
it was thoroughly dry, 
tho tissues wor<* 


hardened, and, when struck, sonorous. MM, 
Brounrdoi and . Audouard attributed thii 
mummification to tho dryness of tho soil 
on which tho dead body had been placed; but 
the more important factors were flvo differ- 
ent species of mites, which deposited tho 
debris of tuo envelopes of their eggs and hard 
parts among tho dust that covered the dried 
tissues of tho body. Ec-w JI. Megnin proved 
tha'j, by studying tho generations of mites 
which have been :it wori: on a dead body, the 
ditto of death—often a most important; point 
in suspicious cases—can be ascertained. This 
entomologist, by examining tho debris of 
initM in a child's corpse, ascertained that 
deaLh occurred two years previously. 
A 


judicial inquiry confirmed this statement. 


11'. Brouardel descrilwd the order of succes- 


sion of different species of mites which worked 
on Iho dead body of tho young girl; also tho 
work of destruction accomplished by each 
separate species. 
Ono species absorbs tho 


fluids, another consumes tho fatty acids, 
When a spL-ries has finished its work it dies on 
the dead body or is devoured by a succeeding 
species, which ijt its turn sots to work. Each 
generation in summer lives from sixweoks to 
two months. In a recent French murder, M. 
Megnin established with precision tho exact 
date of tho burial of tho human remains dis- 
covered in tho garden. Among tho remains 
u particular kind of ant was observed, which 
is never found in soil recently disturbed.— 
Herald of Health.

the term during which bo may redeem bis 
holding, beginning with tho receipt of tho 
notice of ejectmont, and ending six months 
thereof Cor. 


Tho govornmont, Cadogan said, could not
